That Chu Chi-hsing, principal 
of the Tls. 150,000 Mercantile 
Bank of India embezzlement case, 
was compelled - to misappropriate 
the bank's’ funds was revealed 
before Judge Hyui in the Special 
District Court, Shanghai. 

Charged wwith embezzlement and 
Chu, assistant compra- 
dore of the bank, was brought 
before Judge Hyui on June 18, 
says the Shanghai Times, After 
an initial hearing the case was 
adjourned until Saturday when 
he will be tried together with 
Zin Tung-ho and Yu Hsi-ling, uc- 
countants of same bank, who were 
charged with being concerned in 
the case. 

Chu who ig owner of Tuk Kee 
Sugar Hong, Nantao, was arrest: 
ed at 1281, Chinnganlee Alley, 
East Seward Road, by officers of 
the Dixwell Road station on Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Outlining the’ case Assistant 
Municipal Advocate King S, -Kum 
stated that the embezzlement was 
Uiscovered ‘by the ‘bank author- 
ities following the disappearance 


‘}o& Chu on May 20. A raid was 


made o1 Chu’s home and it was 
then. found that ‘Chu had run 
away on May 16. Concerned in 
the ‘case also, Zia Tung-ho’ and 
Hyi-ling, two accountants, 
were arrested and charged before

Chu confessed to the aecisa- 
tion and admitted the charges hut 
told the court that he took the 
money to cover h's shortage as he 
nud loat a great deal of money in 
ihe sugar business carried on by 
him and in some other business 
reverses, . He further said that 
He in- 
tended to come back and refund 
the money but, he emphasised, 
the publicity in the, newspapers 
deprived, him of all his reputa- 
tion and financial support and he 
had no alternative but to run 
away, 

Mr, John W. Huxter, chief ac- 
countant ‘of the bank, told Judge 
Myui that the accused had tura- 
ed in 39 forged’ native orders 
amounting to Tls. 161,713.70, by 
means of changing the figures on 
the orders. In one instance, the 
Pao Feng Native Bank deposited 
Tls..20,000 in the foréign han': 
through Chu, but the latter only 
eredited Tls, 2,000,. utilising the 
balance: for himaelf,

The monthly figures of Dutch |} 


export and ‘import trade do not at 
first sight reflect the presence of a 
business depression in Holland. 
The export figures. for the first 
quarter of the year, amount to 
F1,452.3 mililons, against F1.460.8 
millions in the. corresponding 
period of 1929, while imports were 
F1,648 millions compared . with 
F1,626.8 millions in the first quar. 
ter of 1929, 

. From a comparison of the figures 
month by month it appears that 
exports for March have shown ao 
considerable decline, which in’ all 
probability is due to a falling-off 
in agricultural and industrial out- 
put. The import balance has at- 
tained a high record. It is clear 
that these developments are bound 
to affect the balance of payments,’ 
_ Tt should be borne in mind that 
capital investments abroad have 
assumed coraiderable dimensions 
lately. :

(To the Editor of the “China Mail’, 
Sly—A circular letter dated 
June 20 has been addressed by tha 
Secretary of the Hong Kong Realty 
and Trust Co., Ltd., to all share- 
holders informing them that - the 
Directors have, «subject to the 
shareholders’ approval’ and ratif- I 
cation, negotiated to’ sell Exchange 
Building for the sum of $2,400,000, 
, ‘The value of this building con- 
stitutes more than 95 per cent. of 
the Company's assets and as the 
Company wag originally formed 
practically speaking for the sole 
object of acquiring and developing 
the valuable site, some explanation 
of the factora which have influenc- 
ed the Directors in arriving at 
this unexpected decision is ‘un- 
doubtedly due to the shareholders, 
No mention is made in the cir- 
cular of any special reason or cir- 
cumstances which caused - the 
Directors to consider the proposal 
favourably. The price of 
$2,400,000 fs very much less than 
the cost price of the building 
which, including interest up to 
date of completion, amounted to 
about $2,750,000 and the net 
rentals realised during the past 
years show a return of 8 per cent, 
to 9 per cent, per annum on this 
cost value.

i —— 


’ Why Mata Hari, the lovely Dutch | 
spy, said to have been responsible 
for the deaths of 50,000 men during | 
the war, went to her execution, In 
1917 laughing and joking, ‘has just 
been revenled. 

She did not know she was going 
to die. . 

She thought that one of her lovers 
had bribed the officer of the firing 
squad to use blank cartridges. 

“Not only had the officer in charge 
of the firing squad been bribed to 
use blank cartridges,” writes Major 
Thomas Coulson in -his book, “Mata 
Hari, Courtesan . and Spy’, “but 
the gendarmes responsible for 
pinioning Mata Hari’s arms’ were 
alao ‘bribed to fasten the cords so 
lightly that her body could sink to 
the ground when the shots were 
fired, 

But although thé gendarmes tied 
her loosely to the tree, the officer 
of the firing party did not fulfil hia 
promise about the cartridges, for 
the beautiful spy fell earl at: the 
first volley. 


. Offensive. 
Mata Hari betrayed to her Ger- 
man employers . the plans of the 
French offensive at Chemin des 
Dames, with the-result ,that the 
French ‘suffered terrible casualties. 
She obtained most of her-Informa- 
tlon from young French officers, 
who were infatuated with her. 
A.member of the French Govern- 
ment gave evidence on her behalf at 
the court martial. He was one of 
the few of her many lovers who was 
loyal to her in her fatal hour.” 
Another of, het-lovers, Maitre 
Clunt, conducted her defence. He 
made an impassioned but vain appeal 
for her life, and when she wag 
sentenced to death he tried to 
influence the French President in 
her: favour. 

Hope. = 
Even when the day“ of her 
execution arrived he did not give up 
hope.’ Early in the morning he 
appeared at the prison and demanded, 
her reprieve on the ground ‘that 
French law prohibited the execution 
of an expectant mother. ° . 
The governor of the prison seked 
who could possibly be the father, 
and Maitre Clunt, who was seventy- 
five, cried, “Suppose it was I?” 
But Mata Hari, when she heard of 
the incident, roared with laughter, 
and described Maitre Clunt as “an 
excruciatingly funny old dear.” 
When she was dead the officer in 
charge of the firing party asked, 
“Does. any one claim this body?” 
but nobody answered, 
“Oh. ingratitude!” writes Major 
Coulson, “The lively amber-

ACROBAT. 


Hanging Helpless on 

'_. Rope Ladder. - 
DASHED TO DEATH. 

At Dusseldorf aerodrome during 
mail week a crowd of thousands 
looked on in horrified suspense for 
three-quarters of‘an hour while an 
aerial acrobat, Hundertmark, tried 
in vain to draw himself’ up by a 
rope ladder into: an‘ aeroplane. 

He had successfully completed 
most of his programme, walking on 
the wings, performing trapeze 
tricks beneath the machine ag it 
flew over’ the heads of the on- 
lookers, 

As the last act of his programme 
he was to stand on one aeroplane, 
catch a ladder suspended from ono 
machine to the other in mid-air, 

The acrobat succeeded in: catch- 
ing the ladder with one hand, and 


attaching a hook which hung from, 


it to his safety belt. It was pre- 
cisely this safety belt that cost 
him his life. The rope attached 
to the hook twisted itself round one 
arm dislocating It, so that he loat 
his grip and‘ dangled helplessly. 

He could do little with the other 
arm. alone, since he had lost two 
fingers from his hand in. the War, 
and could not -get a sufficiently, 
powerful grip on it, Rockets were 
fired immediately to warn the pilot 
not to descend. 

Fast Weakening. 

The observer tried to-pull up the 

ladder, but the cord for this pur+ 


pose was only intended to be used |- 


to raise it:when there was no one 
on it so that it broke immediately. 

After the aeroplane had circled 
for 20 minutes above the. sero- 
dromé, sheets were spread beneath 
it, and the machine came so low 
that Hundertmark’s body touched 
them, but the police were unable 
to cut the ladder in time. 

Then the pilot flew low again in 
the hope that Hundertmark would 
be able to unhook himself as ‘he 
touched the ground, but he was 
fast weakening, and to the horror, 
of the onlookers he was bumped 
across the hard surface of the 
aerodrome for about a hundred 


| yards. 


When the aeroplane yose ‘once 
more the acrobat was still dangling 
‘from it, now serlously Injured and 
bleeding from the head. Attempts 


to rescue him with a fast car both 
failed, in the latter case ‘because of 
the unevepnegs. of the ground. 


Rushed to Nursing Home. | 
At last, in deapair, the authori- 
ties. signalled to the pilot to land., 
He brought. the machine to the 


ground as slowly as possible, but 


there were cries of horror from the 
crowd as Hundertmark wag drag- 
ged along. He was immediately 
picked up by an ambulance, and 
rushed to a nursing home where 
the acrobat died within an hour.

LEGEND oF " KWAN.YIN: 


The statue of. Kwan-¥in, the God- 
dess of Contpassion, which has been 
presented to. the Ethical Church at 
Bayswater, is probably the- only 

tue of a Buddhist goddesa to’ fe 
found in a place of worship in Bri- 
tain, 

A statue of Buddha {s on one side 
of the pulpit in the same church, and 
on the other~ side a replica of 
Thorvaldsen's Christ. os . 

The altar, hewn from a piece of 


solld marble, is dedicated to “The |. 


ideal of Truth, Beauty, and Good- 
nesg.”" 

Dr, Stanton Colt, the head of the 
Ethical Church, is singularly . for- 
tunate in having his wishea ful- 
filled. 

“I mentioned Kwan-Yin.in one of 
my addresses recently, and said how 
much I should like to have a statue 
of her. in aur church,” sald Dr. 
Colt according to the Statesman, 
Calcutta, Almost immediately a 
member of the congregation pro- 
mised to present one. 

"This statue originally belonged 

tv a Chi.ese mandarin. He sold it 
to an art dealer in Paria, from 
whom it was bought for this church. 
It is said to date from the fifteenth 
century.” 
The figure is of beautiful grey 
porcelain, and holds a small cruse 
which is supposed to contain bene- 
ficent ‘ofl.’ It ‘stands about three 
feet high, and is enclosed in‘a gilded 
corner cupboard. 

Compassion was always identified 
with a male god until the. tenth 
century, About that time — owing 
probably to the influence of Roman 
Catholic veneration for the Virgin 
—a woman was adopted as the 
Goddess of Compasaion, 

There is a legend concerning 
Kwan-Yiff that she refused to enter 
heaven while a single hurhan being 
remained outside. It {s because of 
this high ethical ideal that she’ is 
venerated by ‘the Ethical Church, 
which seeks to incorporate the best 
of every religion, 

Near the statue of the goddess’ In 
the church is a stained-glass window 
depicting St.. Joan with Bernard 
Shaw and Anatole France standing 
by. This was similarly presented 
after"a sermon on the saint preached 
by Dr. Coit, |.

CHORAL. UNION AND UNFAIR 


“This is simply a tax on culture, 

and cannot be justified on any 
reasonable ground,” said Mr. James 
Welsh, M.P., when referring to the 
payment by the Choral and Orches- 
tra Union of Glasgow of £853 103 
in Entertainments Tax. 
- Paisley’s M.P. raised the matter 
at question time at the annual 
meeting. in Glasgow of the Union, 
when it was reported that the deficit 
of £1,913 on the years working 
would ‘necessitate’ a call on the’ 
guarantors of G3 8d in the £1. 

Mr., Welsh referred to Sir Daniel 
Stevenson—present at the meeting 
—as one who had ‘very considerable 
influence with the Government 
“Treasurer”—(laughter)—~and they 
might get his assistance. The 
whole difficulty was where’ to begin, 
and in a tax of this kind, in dealing 
with classical music and concerts of 
a More commercial character, but 
he was sure that next’ year, if cir- 
cumstances were favourable, con- 
certed action .-by kindred associa- 
tions throughout the country would 
produce relief in some form. 

Carnegie ‘Trust's Action, 

Sir Daniel Stevenson suggested 
to the - chairman (Mr. James S. 
Craiz) that a small committee 
should be formed to Interview the 
Carnegie Trustees regarding thelr 
attitude over the. concerts formerly 
given. by the Scottish Orchestra in 
There were stopped 
last year,.and It was thought it 
would:do Dunfermline good to find 
out what it was to be without’ good 
music for a time. 

It was now learned, how- 
ever, that the Trustees had 
onyaged a London orchestra, 
and the'' only justification 
seemed to be that the London 
orchestra would not give as good a 
performance as the Scottish — but 
more in keeping with Dunfermline’s 
tastes. 

' Dunfermline was Carnegic’s own 
town, and Sir Daniel thought they 
ought to try and convert the Trus- 
tees’ to return to the old "custom and 
help the Scottish Orchestra, The 


Carnegie Trustees have a great in- 


lerest in the Scottish Academy of 
Music across the way, and had 
given ‘them £10,000. Why they 
saould swallow the camel and strain 
at, the gnat he did not know, : 
i Trashy Stuff. 

' It was certainly true, added Sir 
Daniel, that people were going to all 
sorts of strange “gods” nowadays— 
small, trashy stuff from the point of 
view of some of .them. Yet. they | 
got’ crowded houses for the trashy 
stuff, for the talkies and other en- 
tertainments, but people would not 
encourage high-class music, 

Replying to a question, Mr. 
Barnes (secretary) indicated .that 
the B.B.C. had promised to assist 
the union to a greater extent than 
fast year. 

In order to stimulate interest In 
the union, it was intimated that 
Professor Whitaker, Principal of 


‘the Academy of Music, had offered 


to give weekly lectures during the 
season, illustrating the works to be 
played by the orchestra during the 
following weck.

HAN’ YU. 


INTERESTING .LECTURE BY DR, 
‘ MARGOULIES. 


A lecture. of exceptional inter- 
est was given in the hall of the 
Royal Asiatic Society, Shanghai, 
Dr. Georges Margoulies, on 
“The Role of,Han Yu in Chinese 
Literary History.” The meeting 
was presided over by. Dr. F. lL. 
Hawks Pott: and a large number 
of members was present, 

Chinese literature, the speaker 
said, ancient and ‘glorious, had 
many famous nomes and many 
favourite authors. The ‘respective 
merit of the authors was very 
much ai question of personal 
taste. No comparison of absolute 
value could be’ made between 
them as far as talent and liter: 
ory skill were’ concerned. Chin- 
ese literature waa divided into 
two great periods, the pre-clas- 
sical and _ post-classical. The 
work of one man made the plvot 
of the change, one man marked 
the end of the first period and 
the beginning of the second 
yeriod. This man was Han Yu, 
whose . name, the’ lecturer sald, 
was outstanding in Chinese liter- 
nry evolution, beyond any com- 
parison with the roles of other 
authors, whatever their merits 
might otherwise have been. 

The ‘lecturer divided ‘his ad- 
dress into four parts:—l. The 
life of Han Yu; 2. his personal 
Gualities as well as the general 
character of his Mterary work; 3. 
the epoch: in which he lived and 
wrote; and 4, a few remarks on 
the evolution’ of his school and 
his Hterary mathods and princi 
ples. * 

The Life sof Han Yu. 

The Ufe of ‘Han Yu was a 
gimple and sad-one, neither com- 
Hicated nor ‘romantic. It is the 
story of a man without personal 
fortune, unlucky in life, with 
great ‘ambitions and little prac- 
tical knowledge, making con- 
stant mistakes and paying for 
them. Han Yu came from an an- 
cient -but declining and poor 
family. He was born in 768 A.D. 
Early an ofphan, he received a 
s0od education, thanks. to his eld- 
er brother and his sister-in-law. 
Having finished the first part of 
his studies before reaching his 
twenties,“he went to the capital 
with poor means but great ambi- 
tions, and tried to see the minis- 
ters and the Emperor, He wait« 
ed a long time, was disillusioned, 
humiliated, and *hé& had no possi- 
bility of showing his temper or 
of protesting. His money was 
nearing an end: 

After a long perlod of frustrat- 
ed hopes and despair, Han “Yu 
succseded at ‘last in: obtaining a 
position at‘court. His capacity, 
zeal and lack of tact offended tho 


Emperor and he (vas exiled. Par-_ 


doned, ‘he returned to court. 
‘the Emperor was, however, a 
fervent Buddhist ond. Han Yu 
was a true follower of Confucius. 
Again Han Yu’ offended the Em- 
peror by his violent and sarcastic 
criticism of Buddhism ‘and the 
Ismperor’s devotion, ‘Execution 
‘was mentionad, .but ' beheading 
was commuted ,to exile. this time 


‘And here came forth the dan- 
er of the claasical: school’s exteri- 
orized, unified working principles, 
The writers were trained in erudi- 
tion and analysis: they took t ° 


method too far, making it‘ univer-- 


sal and self-sufficing, Han’ Yu 
worked ‘but he had hia emotion, 
his human inspiration which 
sought for expression in thia 
classical way; 
came after too often took the ex- 
terior part of the work as a whole 
and,. instead of expressing their 
inspiration in a way. similar to the. 
cne in which Han Yu expressed 
his, they merely imitated, 
The Two Classical Periods. 

Yes, said the lecturer, this too {s 
not a particularity of the school, 
seither is it one of Chinese liters- 
ture alope: as soon as the perfect 
form of expression Is attained in 
a living evolution, this form re-, 
mains as a-given pattern and, in- 
stenc of sovking freely for the be-t 
expression of the thought, as tic, 
pre-classic period: did, the post- 
classic pertod, having the: form 
given, seeks for the best inspiration 
to fit ‘to given form. Thus the} 
roles are reversed and from being 
the centre of artistic production, 
the school rapidly evolves towards 
imitation and the decrease of per- 
sonality. This is the general rule 
in every ‘evolution. 

There are other critics that try 
‘to put the blame of this further de- 
cline of the classical school on Han 
Yu and his working principles, but, 
the speaker snid, it is clear that he 
cannot be blamed for a thing that 
is within the unavoidable lines of' 
the general evolution. He does his 


part in literary history and he}: 


cannot change ft, nor can anybody 
else.
